FREETOWN (AP) — The 
Union Jack was hauled down 
in darkness at midnight Wed 
nesday as Leone raised 
her own green, white and blue 
flag in freedom after 150 years 
of British rule. 


Crowds rushed into the streets 
of the old city founded by 
freed slaves after midnight as 
rockets burst high over the 
sweltering town. 


A mammoth fireworks display 
completed a week of celebrating 
after a solemn ceremony in 
Brookfields Stadium. 


Ships in the harbor turned 
on their sirens to mark the 
joyful occasion and throughout 
the city night clubs prepared 
for an all night celebration.

Plans Set to Stamp 
Out Poppy Growing 


The Welfare Ministry will 
launch a four-month campaign 
May 1 to stamp out nonlicensed 
cultivation of the opium poppy. 

Authorities claim that people 
are growing opium poppies for 
illegal narcotic markets as well 
as for the beauty of the flower 
itself. 

There are only 205 hectares of 
licensed opium poppy planta- 
tions in Japan, mostly in Waka- 
yama Prefecture. These crops 
are used to produce morphine 
for medical use. The Govern- 
ment strictly controls the pop- 
Py seed production that amounts 
to about four or five tons a 


year. 

But last year, more than 
6,000 cases of unlicensed pop 
py seeds were se 
much as in 1959. 

Opium poppy seeds sell on 
the black market for ¥10,000 
to ¥20,000 a gram while the 
official government price is only 
778 a gram.

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- Japan’s Textile Machinery Industry Flourishing 


Japan's textile machine indus- 
try after a few slow years 
forged ahead in a spectacular 
way in 1959, thanks to the in- 
dustry’s incessant efforts to tap 
new markets, plus a bullish ral- 
ly in the general economy of 

is country. 

Today, the over-all production 
of this Industry is shattering 
all past records. 

Specifically, the current pros- 

ity was .brought about, of 
east in part, by a surging de- 
mand for synthetic fiber proces- 
sing plants and equipment. 
Many textile manufacturers 
turned to the new chemical 
fibers, while others sought to 
replace their out-dated machines 
with ‘more productive equip- 
ment, determined not to6 fall 
behind in this highly compett- 
tive field. ~ 

Such ambitious moves on the 


part’ of spinners, weavers and 
other textile procesgors, in turn, 
provided a most welcome 
stimulant to the manufacturers 
of textile-producing machines, 
The current amount of order 
on hand is said to represent a 
five to six-month backlog of 
work for the industry. 

In the matter of exports, too, 
the textile machine industry 
has made great strides ahead. 
Last ‘year, for example the Gov- 
ernment approved the export- 
ing of $10-million-worth of tex- 
tile machinery to the Phill 
pines to be paid for in install 
ments, paving the way for 
further trade with that coun- 
try. 

Another large shipment to 
Pakistan is also anticipated in- 
asmuch as the Government re 
cently approved exports to that

Meanwhile, significant in- 
creases are noted in the indus 
try’s exports to its major mar 
kets in Southeast Asia, the Mid- 
die and the Near East. 

The textile machine industry, 
like many other industries of 
this country, is destined to face 
the challenge presented by the 
liberalization of trade and for- 
eign exchange regulations. The 
forthcoming elimination of 
trade barriers this year, will in- 
evitably put the textile machine 
manufacturers on their own in 
the international ‘arena to fight 
their own battles. This will, 
indeed, be a year of trial, if not 
of tribulation, for the industry. 

Reviewing the postwar his 
tory of the textile machine in- 
dustry we find that more than 
20 per cent of its production is 
accounted for by cotton and 
spun rayon spinning machines. 
Various auxiliary equipment for 
spinning and weaving machines 
make up the next largest seg- 
ment of the industry. 

Area-wise, the Tokai district 
has remained in the lead, pro- 
ducing some 40 per cent of all 
textile machines turned out in 
this country. Next in impor- 
tance is the Kinki district, ac- 
counting for some 35 per cent 
of the national total, Hokuriku 
and the other districts making 
up the remainder. Osaka Pre- 
fecture in the Kinki district 
alone accounts for some 12 per 
cent of the national production 
of textile machines.

In the Kinki area, various 
auxiliazsy equipmentgjs produced 
in Osaka and Hyogo pre 
fectures, while a number of 
dyeing machine makers are 
found in Kyoto Prefecture. 

The Hokuriku district, 
known also as a silk and rayon 
filament center, produces weav- 
ing and other types of machines 
used in conjunction with these 
fibers. f : 

Japan’s total production of 
textile machines last year was 
valued at some ¥60,800 million 
($169 million), representing an 
increase of approximately 50 
per cent over the previous year. 

Among the various products, 
machines for cotton and spun 
rayon — mainly spinning ma- 
chines—had a total value of 
¥13,442 million ($37 million), 
topping the list last year. These 
machines, during e last 15 
years, accounted for 27 per cent 
of the textile machinery pro- 
duced in Japan. 

The following breakdown 
shows production for last year 
and percentages covering the 
industry during the last 15 
years. Machines for chemical 
fibers — ¥3,873 million (6.1), 
wool spinning machines—¥3,802 
million, weaving preparatory 
machines—¥6,665 million (8.7),

gl Struggle for Power in Laos 


Efforts to secure peace in Laos are still not assured 
of final success. Although the Royal Laotian Government 
and the Communist Pathet Lao forces are reported to have 
accepted on Tuesday the t Anglo-Russian appeal for 
a ceasefire, it appears that shooting is still going on. 


Moreover, the Communists are adopting a truculent at- 
titude, declaring that they are approaching the proposed 
Laotian settlement from a “position of victory.” If this 
represents a fixed determination on their part, the hopes 
for a settlement through the 14nation conference sched- 
uled to assemble at Geneva on May 12 are not very bright. 
They have already during the period of delay 
in Moscow's acceptance of the British proposals for a 
ceasefire, in increasing their military advantage at the 
expense of the Royal Government, and the suspicion is 
that by accepting the plan for an armistice, the recon- 
stitution of the old control commission, and the summon- 
ing of the conference in Geneva, they merely intend to 
transfer the struggle for the domination of Laos from the 
battlefield to the conference table while retaining im- 

nt strategic positions to be used if they think it 
dcdite tater to sepudiate the connate eh amin reste 
to military action.

Capt. Kong Le, who claims 
to be the commander in chief of the “legal Laotian Gov- 
ernment headed by Prince Souvanna Pheuma as Premier” 
is also urging a similar meeting at the same place, although 
in his announcement he gives the purpose of this confer- 
ence as discussion of “conditions for a ceasefire in Laos.” 


If the Communists feel that they have already secured 
sufficient military advantages for the time being, we may

It looks very much as if the Communist strategy will 
be to substitute Prince Souvanna for Prince Boun Oum’s 
Government and use him as a tool for fastening the Red 
grip on Laos. If this were not the plan, and Prince 
Souvanna ready to be a party to it, we hardly think that 
the latter would have taken the trouble to visit Soviet 
Russia, Red China and Communist North Vietnam at this 
juncture. 


Meanwhile, in New Delhi, Prime Minister Nehru has 
convoked the old international supervisory commission, 
consisting of India, Canada and Poland, to meet today. 
The commission is expected to proceed to Laos early 
next week. This should ensure that the ceasefire, once 
put into being, is observed by all parties and that no 
fresh armaments are brought into the country. 


But the big struggle will come on when the Geneva 
conference meets. Both the United States and Britain have 
declared that they will attend the conference only if the 
ceasefire is duly verified by the revived three-member 
international com That is certainly the necessary 
preliminary. But if the 14 nations prove able to reach 
any agreement at Geneva we shall be surprised. Soviet 
Russia and Red China will certainly, even if they consent 
to give lip service to & “neutralist” regime, be reluctant 
to abandon their old friends, and the size of the con- 
ference, with so many countries participating, suggests 
that it is likely to prove the scene of acrimonious discus- 
sions on various phases of the “cold war.” 


Nor do we think that any kind of government, be it 
Communist, “neutralist” or pro-Western, can be imposed 
on Laos from without. 
of course, be afforded the Laotians in reconstituting their 
country but it must be for the people themselves to carve 
out an appropriate political system. This should be on 
as democratic a basis as can be achieved; but we fear 
that it is the want of real understanding of democratic 
institutions that has led to the present chaos in Laos and 
fostered the ambitions of professed Communists and others.
